stream to get protection from | 


the sun. 

Several times, we came up- 
on black ducks with young. 
They paid little attention to us, 
but when we got too close they 
shoo-ed little ones up on the 
bank and to safety. 

We gave a try for old “Sj- 
usie,” a 104pound brown trout 
“We 
first called him Silas” explain- 
ed Andy. “Then we thought 
maybe it was a female, so we 
changed the name to Susie. 

“Now, we just call the trout 
Si-usie and let it go at that. 
We always throw in a lure 
when we go by. Sometimes we 
see the fish boil up, but it 
never takes the lure.” 

Si-usie ig becoming « part 
of the Jordan River’s tradi- 
tions. 

As we fished, Weyhing told 
about his experiences which 
aspen almost three-fourths of a 
century. 

The biggest fish the ever 
caught was a 40 pound mus- 
kellunge. Next was a 20-pound 
pike. A five pound smallmouth 
bass which he caught in Lake 
Essau near Alpena was anoth- 
er outstanding catch. 

He fished the Big and Little 
Two-Hearted River in the Up- 
per Peninsula, and the AuSable 
River and the North Branch in 
the days when a lumbering 
train took trowters to Lovells. 

Now he sticks to the Jordan. 
“It’s my kind of stream’ he 
says. 

It now was late afternoon 
when we came to the bridge 
on M-82 near Andy’s home. We 
counted 20 trout, browns and 
rainbows, in the live box. 

The Jordan had been good 
to us. Weyhing said he had nev- 
er had a finer day.
